First, the nugust bride and bridegroom are
boilh very young: the bride, eldest daughter ol
the urand Duko Cooastaptive aod ol the Grand
Duchess Alexandra, nee Priucess ol Saxe Alten-
burg, was born August 22, 1851, consequently
she uas rearcely entered her seveutcenth year,
The bridegroom, George 1, King of Greece, was
born December 24, 1840, therelore be 18 not yot
twentyawo., Very few murclages are recorded
where husband and wile do not make up thirty-
nine years tugether; nnd the ocourrence 1§ »till
more stneing wihen the jyoung spouses nlready
WeAr s royal crown, lie nearest iustance (o it
is, | believe, the wmarriage of her Majesty the
Queen with the lamentled Prince Albert, who
were bolh twenty-oue when they were united.
Moreover, the august bridegroom 18 the second
brother to the Cegarevua, who has woun all
hearte io her adopted eountry; therefore the
Iwperisl tamily of Kusin is to be uplted ro tne
royal bhouse of Denwark by snother matri-
mounial boud,

Verily the hoose ol Behleswig Holstein-Son-
derburg-Glucksburg, now reigning over the
Danes, the Wendes nud the Goths, taiely promises
to echpee the Saxe-Covurg family, who gave
B0 ALY COUPOILs LO quecns und royul princesges
in Europe, Already the two eldest daughters
ol King Christiso are married 1o the heirs of
{wo mighty cmpires, Eugland and Rossia: his
Mujeety’s second son was elected Kiogof Greeee
when only eighteeu, and no# be murries a prin-
cens 0t the House of Romuuoil, Lastly, the
most interestiog leature of the marriage of his
Hellenic Majesty with a Russinn. priucess is, in
the eyes of the Russians In general, that it is
also an indissolub'e uniou YHetwern I{u@aia and
Grecee, whose religion sud wnterests fu the BEast
are ideptical.  They thunk so, at Jeast, The
history of politica of late years, and especially
the recent cvents that huve oecurred in Den-
mark, show that royal aviapoces have lLittle
welght with the fute of countries, But I must
cschew polities and resume my narration.

Buuday morning, at eight o'vlock, the guns
pristling on the tortress wuaounced to the in-
haubiinuts of Nt, Petersburg that the marringe of
her lmperial Highness the Grand Duchess Olgy
Constantinova with his Marjesty the King of the
Greeks would be celebrated during the day,
The otlicinl programme had slated that the cere-
mosy would tnke place st cight o'clock in
the evening, ot the operial Chapel of the Win
ter Paluce, At half-past reven the gentlemen
aud lndies having the ﬂl‘;\'ll'i;e ol entree and
ranking siter the Chevaliers Gardes, had meb in
the Conoerts Hall; all the officers of the army and
navy in the Nicholus Hall and 18 aolecham-
bere: the wmembers of the clvil servioe sud of the
nr.-'l.tli!tj', with tneir ladies, in the Heraldic Hail;
the Mayor of Si, Pelersburg and (he principy
Lursinn and forelgn werchoaots in the Marshal's
Hall. At filleen mwtuutes to elghy the memboers
ol the Counctl ¢f the Kmpirs, the Senntors, ths
ludes of the bedechamber, the maids of honor,
the mistresses of the hooseholds of the grand
duchesses, the member- o©of the 1mperial
houschold, the ambassaiors and forcign mins-
fers, with! their wives, the members of the
household of the King of the Hellenes, and of
Crown Prince of Denmark, the Secretaries ol the
State, the Aldes-de-Camp, Ganernl, and Major-
Geoeruls of the Emperor snd of the Grand
Dukes, with thewr ludies, had occapied in the
chapel the plices reserved to each of tham,
The gentlemen, in foll uniform, occupied the
right s1de of the chapel; the lndies, wearing the
wpatlonal costume, were ut Lhe lefi side.  Among
the forelpu Ministers I noticed Sir Andrew
Buchanun, General Clay, the Duke d'Ossuna,
Baron Talleyrand-Perisord, Count Delaunay

All the persons Invited, and who were not in
the chapel, entered I aftor the malds of honor.

Kight o'clock siruck when the procession
onme to the chakch, Under the poreh the Em-
peror, King George,.and his bride, and the tw-
perinl fmm'ly were received by Monsignor Isi-
dore, the Metropolitan of Bl Petersburg, the
members of the Holy Bynod, and the clergy of
the lmperial Chapel. The Metropolitan odared
the holy water to the angust personages.

The religlous service then began in that im-
pressive manner Fr'm!iar to the Greck rite,
When the officiating prelsle proudouuced the
words, *0 Lord, the King will rejoice in Thy
strength,” the ‘Imptlmr led the sugnst bride
and hridegroom Lothe raised sonts reserved for
them opposite the oenire of the ikunostas, In

all the Greck churches, bullt in the form of » |
croes, the tabernacle, at the eastern end, and in |

which the priest only can penetrate,is separated
by u partition called the ikonostns, In the fm-
erial chapel the ikonostas, with Its doors and |

lustrades, i« covercd with preclons metals,
which reflected the lghts of a thousand wax
candles, Mesotime the -rand Duke Nicholas,
the eldest brother of the bride, and the Priuce
Bomanoveki Lenchtenberg, held up a royal
crown over the head of the bride and bride-
EToom.

The bride wore & dress of magnificent silver
cloth, and over it & maotle of crimeon veiver
Hned with ermine,

The bridegroom wore the nniform of a colonel
of the Greek army, with the Order of the Re-
dermer.

Never were s young couple more admired.
Prodigally gifted by nature, possessing all
accomplishmentss r-r{m'n.lmn can bestow, vet
their deporiment and manuvers were so simple
and #0 modest that they enlisted all hearts in
their favor.

Tbe emperor, the Grand Duke Constantine,
the Crown Prmce of Denmark, und the other

rinees stood ut the right of the ikonostas, the
srand Duchess Coustantine and the other prin-
cegses at the Jelt,

Alter the LEvangile the prayers for the Im-
Pcnal family were rénd, and the officiating pre-
ute made the following addition to those pray-
ers:—*'The Queen of the Hellenes, Olgn Cou-
stanlinovoa, and Ler husbapd,” The Metro-

olitan begam the office by int.aing o pealm,
wetween each verse of which the chorus sune an
antiphone, '

“Glory to Thee, our God ! glary be ta Thee!"

The anthem being tinished the Metropolitan
gald, “George Carwstianowiteb, hast thon a gond
and uorestrained will and ficm intention (o take
unto thee to wite this woman Olgn Constianti-
novna, whom thou seest here before thee 7"

King George answered in Greek, “‘1 have,
most reyerend sir. "

The Metropolitan coutinued, *‘Hast thon not
prounsed any other womuan?™

The bridegroom answeced, I have not pro- |
mised apother.”

Simildr questions were then pot to the bride,
who made dentcal responses, aud then the
dencon asked the Melropolitan to give the bene-
diction, which he pronounced thuos:—*Bleased
be the Eingdom of the Father, and of the Son,
and of the Holy Ghost, now and furever, even
unto ages of spes,” The deacon then reclled |
the ectinin, ''a bidding prayer,” in which was |
introduced the names of the bride and the bride.
groom,. Al the end of the ectinia the Metropoh-
tan utlered aun aseription of praise to the Holv |
Trinity, and immediately afterwards offered up |
a prayer very almilar to one of those in the
Fuglieh service of matrimony. Whea the mea-
tion of the couple being joined together was
made, the whoele assemblage erossed themselyes
devoully,

After this praver the deacon approaghed the
Melropolitan with u salver, on which lay twe
crowns. Taking these in his bands he made the
sign of the cross over the hend of the bride,
sayving, “The eervant of God, Olga Constanti
novns, is crowned for the handman of God,
George Christianowlitch;” and then the benedic.
tion was given, The prokimenon was then sung
to the cighth tone, thus:—""Thou has put crowns
ol precious stones upon thelr heads; they asked
life of Thee, and Thou gavest them a loog life
for Thou shalt give them the blessing of eternal
Ife,” The reader then read the epistle, taksn
from the @fth chapter of the Epistle to the
Eplheslans, Alterwards came, with much
incense, the rending of the Qogpel by the Metro-
politian, the passage chosen being from the
second chapier of 8t John's Cospel, relating to
the marringg in Cana. The Gospel having been
read, the Metropolitan took the bridegroom and
the biide by the bund aud turped them round
ibree times -in allusion to the Holy Trinity—
th.e cholr singing, “Exult, O Lerael, for & virgin
hath conceived," ete, Then the marriage was
oomplete.

Two ghort prayers were afterwards recited,
nud st the bidding ol the Metropolitan the hos-
band und wife kissed ench other three times,
The religious service belug over, the married
couple lely their places hand In hand, and went
and made lheir obetsauce to the Emperor and
the Grand Duke Constantine, and alterwards to
the Grand Duchess Constuntine, who fondly
kisged them, Having returued to their plaoces
the King and Queen of the Hellenes receive
tbe copgratulations ol his Maejesty the Emperor,
of thelr wogost parents, and of each member of
the Imperial family, Meantlme, the Metro-
politan, with the members of the holy synod
and the clergy of the Impenal chupel sang the
e Deum; al the same moment the fortpess
fircd & ealvo of one hundred wod one gans.
Atter the Te Deum the members of the holy
syned and the clergy offered their lelioitations
to the Rmperer, to the King and Qieen ol
Greece, and to the Grand Doke and Dochess
Constautine,

Howevegr, the Greek service was only one part
of the religions celebration of the marringe of
the nugust bride snd bridegroom. The King of
the Greeks boiog a Lutheran, thelr union had
to be blewed nccording 1o the rite of that
chiurcb. (The Grock counstitmion enac's that
the Queen must brlong to the Greek Churoh,
and that the children shull be brought up in
the same faith,) Accordinely, an wltar had been
erceted in the Alexander Hall. The wasters of
ceremonies look their respective places In that
hall, the members of the Oouncll of the Empive,
the diplomatic body, the persous sttending the
Kiug of the Hellenen, the Crown Prince of Den-
n:ark, snd dbe general officera and aldedeo-camp
walling on the Bmperor and the grand dokes.
Then the Emperor led the angust bride and
vridegroom to the altar, and the marringe was
celebrated wceording to the Lutheran rite, the
simplicity of which strikingly contrasted with
the pomp of the Greek Chureh,

The service over, the married couple reocived
the congrstulations of the Lutheran pastor,
From the Alexander Hall the Emperor, the
King and the Queen of Greeoe, and all 1he

wi'h the Queen of the Hellenes and King
George with the Cesnrevnn, Before the ball was
timiehed, and to fullll a na‘ional easlom, the
Cesnrewltch and the Cesarevnn went to the
apartments which had been prepared for the
newly married couple in the Hermitage, con-
tiguous to the Winter Paleoe, there to receive
them, Boon after the Minister of the lmpe-
rinl Household amounced to His Majesty the
Ewmperor that everything was ready tor the re-
caption of the sogust conple In their provisional
apartments, Tmmedintely his Majesty procesded
tulther with the King and Quecn of the Greeks
and the members ol the imperial family, pre-
coded by the whole court, and accompanied by
! the lnoles and the maids of honor. All the
members of the Imperial and grand dacal
houscholds snd the high diguiteries remained
In the fssl room of thelr Imiperinl Majesties’
spartmwents, The Emperor, the Klug and the
Queen, and the other members of the imperial
fnmlly, accompanied by the lady o honor ap-
rnll.h-d to superintend the tollet of the sagust
ride, proceeded Lo the private apartments, at
the threshold of which the newly marcied
couple were welcomed by the Cesarawitch nud
the Cesarevna, who presented them with the
| holy image, the bread, and the gall,  According
to the rehgtous tradition of the Greek Choreh,
| that bely Image is a talisman to married people,

This alternoon the Emperor will give a State
bavquoet ip honor of the royal patr. To-morcow
morning the King and Qoeen of the Hellenes
will hold a levea in the Winter Paluoe,

On Thureday they will leave lor Altenburg o
pay s vist to Duke Joseph, of Baxe-Altenburg,

THE SCAFFOLD.
THE NEGCRO MURDERER QUILLER.

The Excention To=Day at Elizabeth, N,
J~The Story of His Career and Crime
~His Trinl and Confession,

Sylvester Quiller, a negro, charged with the
murder of George Firmer, in Westlleld town-
ghip, New Jersey, on the night of the 8th of June
of the present year, and at his trial at the Crimi-
nal Court at Elizabeth fonnd gmity of murder
in the first degree, and eentepced to be hnnged
ou tho 1dth of November, sulfered the extreme
{;f-l alty of the law at the couuty jaull at Eliza-

cth at 10 o'clock A, M. to-day.

The patticulars of the erime are as follow::—

Puoring the month of April of the present
year the deceased und his wile were obliged to
remove 1o a barn pear Quiller’s residence, in
consequence of some misurdersianding with
tbheir loimer lnndlord. Quiller, appearivg to
sympathize with Firman's situation, tendered
him and his wile upartments in his house until
they could find apartments elsewhere. The
house contained two rooms, the entrance lead-
ing directly into the front room occupied by
Quiller, the other room beini given up to Fir-
man. About 8 o'clock, A. M., on Batlurday,

| June 8, an altercation ensued betweeu the two

wen in regard to Firman occupyiog the room.

Both bhad been drinking ireely, and, as is
usnal in all such cases, the men got to quarrel-
Liog, and the result was the death of Firman,
Alter hard words hud passed between the two
Quiller proceeded to remove o portion of de-
ceased’s fursiture from the house, when threa's
were utlered on both sides; & hrotherin-law of
the accused then called Quiller aside and told
him to let Firman alone, as he would be killed
if be did not; Quiller then walked to the resi-
dence of a Mr. Hatfield, half a mile distant from
the geene of the murdern, nnd ssked to borraow a

| gpun, stuting that he wished to kill & skank

vuder a barn.

He was at first refosed, on the ground that he
would set firé to the barn, but nunlly the gun
wus given to him. He then walked directly

| back 1o withiu about ten feet of the house and

called Firman, As the latler opened the door
to pet out of the house, Quiller raised the gun
to his ehoulder, sud, sayiog, *Come ont of
there, you d———d nizger,” tired, The contenta
ol the gun entered tne body of deceased near
tbe heart, and hiterally tore away the longs and
a portion of the heart, crushing the backbone,
thie gun belog heavily londed with shot, The
'lu.ourlul was large enough to admit a closcd
wnd,

After commitiing the deed Quiller returned
the guu to Mr. Hatfield, remarking that he bad
“killed the skunk, but that it was & two-leggeil
one,” He then asked where he could ftind &
squire, as be desired to gilve himsell into cus-
tody. He was directed to a justice of the peace,
but the qmr{ wis not believed, and Mr. Hatteld
paid no further attention to the matler until the
truth of the man’'s stutement was too truly cor-
roborated, Quiller then walked to Plaintield
and offered to give himeelf into costody, but his
story was not there believed, and he was allowed
to roam sccording to his pleasure until his
arrest by the chief of the Rahway police, Bodd-
well, by whom he was taken to the Union
County Jail at Ehzubeth,

A Coroner's inquest was held on the following
day (Sunday), when a verdict was rendered
“that George Firman came to hls death from
the effects of a gunshot wound, the gun being
in the bands of Bylvester Quiller; and ihat sald
Bylvester Quiller is guilty of wiliul murder.”
Justice Stephen Jackson, the Coroner, there-
upon committed the acoused 1o the County Jail,
the:‘e to remain until delivered by due course
ol law,

Quiller was & lightly built man, of short
stature, aged tharly, his face conveying the im-
pression of deep earnesiness. He Lias at varlous
times during bis confinement spoken freely of
ihe occurrence, admitting his gullt, but always
that he had po intention of killing the deceased.
When questioned as to his [:rohlble futo, he
sald he thought his poolshment would be con-
finement 1n the Btate Penltentiary for about
twenty years. His own statement of the occur-
rence e a8 follows: —

Decensed sud wife had been obliged to live
in & barn near bis house, and feeling u symps-
thy for them, he Look them to live with him
uoill such time ns they could procure apurt
mente, Alter they had lived with him a long
while, e found cut they were not looking for
other rooms, and as he would not take any
money from them, he felt the¥ were lmposing
on him, sud several imes he told them to leave,
Firman would insalt him, and eall him bad
pames whenever be could, On the night of the
murder they had both been drinklog: Firman
began the frouble by Insultineg the prisoner,
using bad lsogoage, and he (Quiller) made up
his mind he should leave,

Quiller took two of bis chalrs and put them
outside, when Firman smd, “Don't touch ap-
other article, or I will cut you open.” Prisasper's
brother-indaw then ealled him aside, aod told
him Firman would kill kim I he did not leave
him wlone, He then borrowed a gun, thinking
he would soare Firman away, Afer getting the
gun be went to the house and lold decessed to
come out. He came to the door and sald some-
thing, when he ralsed the gun. It wenl off; but
he dié_not mean to do it He returned the gun,
wnd tried to give himself up to the esquires; bot
they did not believe be tmsl killed any one, Un
Bunday following he was arrested.

Firman, the decossed, had o bad reputation,
belog kuown as & common thief in his nelzh-
borhood. He had served seversl terms In the
jnil at Now Bruvswick, und had onoe made his
escape from that place of confinemant, He was
ahout sixtly yenrs of age.

and, taking deliberate aim, shot him dead,

At the close of the trial at the Criminal
County Court, where he was arralgned, on
being nsked by Judge Depuy It he had anythine
to say previous to seutence, he replied:—*1
admt that George Firman came Lo his deach by
a gun lu my bnoda, but | think it has not been
proved that I committed a wilful murder, Se.
veral of the witnesses contradicted themselver,
apd 1 charge Brown and the two women with
haviog perjured themselves."

Judge Depuy then sentencel Qalller (0 be
hunged on Thursday, November 14, between the
bours of ten mnd three o'clock. Dariog the
reacing of the pentence Quiller preserved a
stolid, indifferent mien, seemingly not wm the
least ooncerned, Provious to his removal to his
cell Judge Depuy warned ghe prisoner Lo buse
no hopes on a pardon, bot to prepare himself
I’olr ll-tm nity. Quiller had strong hopes of & new
trinl,

At times bis grief has been evidently deep,
but he has not mapilested it by any violent de
moretrations.
